Mexico City, July 20.—The details of 
Mexico's proposals for a peaceful solu-

nation, and the investigation of the origin 
of the parties who have raided Amer- 
ican _border towns for the purpose of 
definitely fixing sesponsipitity for them, 
NOT ANSWERED BY U.:s,.

{Declares Philosophy of His Po- 


tical Falth Is “Service 
and Unselfishness,” — 


Washington, D. C., July 20.—The phil- 
osophy of his political faith, which he 
termed’ service and unselfishness,’ was 
delineated by President Wilson tonight 
in an address to about 700 postmasters, 
virtually all his own appointees, at the 
annual banquet of the National Associa- 
tion of Presidential Postmasters. He 
also touched upon the subject of peace, 
but only to say that “in no other coun- 
try are the processes of peace so free to 
move."’ 

“Most of you, I am told, if not all 
of you,” the president said, “‘ bear com- 
missions from the present administra- 
tion. That sets me free to say some 
things that I might not otherwise.”

Describes Self as Slight Vie- 
fim, but Restraint Talk — 
Changes His Mind, 


BY FLOYD P. GIBBONS. 
Brownsville, Tex., July 20.—[{Special.]— 
An officer of the First Illinois cavalry 
publicly told Col. M. J. Foreman this aft- 
ernoon that he had suffered an incipient 
attack of dengue fever since his arrival 
here with the regiment. 
This announcement came In face of the 
official denials which have been made 
concerning THE TRIBUN® reports of the 
existence of the common semi-tropical 
malady in the First cavalry. At the same 
time another man, not a trooper, but a 
correspondent attached to the regiment, 
who has been living in the camp, was 
taken in’ an auto to Point Isabel, a 


resort on the gulf coast, twenty-six milcs, 


from the Illinois camp. 

His trouble was dengue fever. He told 
me that one of the medical officers of the 
regiment had diagnosed his ailment as 
denzue and had been treating him for it 
in the camp. The fever victim said he 
had gained no relief, although he received 
good attention and care. . 

.  @ol, Foreman Denies. 

Since the revelation of the presence of 
fever in the camp and the invocation of 
an official censorship which has made 
detailed information difficult to obtain, 
Col. Foreman has dispatched numerous 
telegrams of denial to worried parents. 

In an effort to make a thorough inves- 
tigation the commanding officer sum- 
moned the officers of the regiment in 
front of his tent during the afternoon 
and directed questions to all of them. 
The questions were: | 

“Tiave any of your men got dengue 
fever? ”’ 


“Are your men happy and getting 
enough to eat?’ els 
The replies received by the colonel 
were almost unanimously optimistic. 
“There was no fever. All the men felt all 
right. All of N%hem were eating like 
horses and were well and happy. But 
there were exceptions. 


Victim Changes His Mind. 

“Yes, I think thére is dengue fever 
about the carnp,”’ replied the officer, a 
reguiar army veteran of the Philippines 
campaigns. ™ In fact, colonel, I have had 

‘an atteck of it myself; slight, but enough 
to make it most disagreeable.’’ 

“How do you know that yourcomplaint 
is dengue fever?” one of the medical of- 
ficers inquired. : 

“7 had it three times over in the Philip- 
pines and that was what the reguier army 
physicians treated me for. I've recog- 
nized the same symptoms here.” 

But there has been a sudden change in 
the officer's belief as to his own condition 
and his qualifications to judge. The of- 
ficer was ordered to report at headquar- 
ters after the officers’ assembly had been 
dismissed. Later there were conversa- 
tions concerning isolation, rigid quaran- 
tining, and other unpleasant things, with 
the result that the officer changed his mind 
—he now gays he might have been mis- 
taken. Anyhow, he doesn’t think he has 
dengue fever any longer. He has been 
convinced it is only @ headache and a 
stomach ache. 

Three other officers of the regiment 
have secretly made complaint of the 
fever. .

_ Washington, D. C., July 20.—[Special.] 
-Senator Lewis called at the war depart- 
ment today and urged Secretary of War 
Baker to order the immediate transfer 
of the First Illinois cavalry from Browys- 
ville to El Paso on account of camp con- 
ditions at Brownsville. 

The senator informed Secretary Baker 
he had personal reports from the border 
indicating several of the cavalry men 
are sick with swamp fever and that ad- 
ditional troopers are threatened with it. 

In addition to asking the transfer to 
higher ground, the senator asked that 
sufficient army medical pfficerebe ordered 
to Brownsville, while the cavalry is'there, | 
to look after the men who are ill. 

As a result of Senator Lewis’ call, Sec- 
retary Baker ordered an investigation of 
the camp conditions at Brownsville and 
said he would let the senator know the 
result as soon as he gets a report. 

After leaving the war department Sen- 
ator Lewis said: 

“ While I was one of the first to urge 
the president to place men on the border 
to back up the regular army, I assumed 
he would send national guardsmen who 
were acclimated. It seems rather in- 
human to me to keep Illinoisans at a 
place like Brownsville at this time’of the 
year unless there is a great emergency.”*

This is too frank an opinion to be prevalent in 
Great Britain where a policy must be justified mor- 
ally, at whatever intellectual inconvenience, as well 
as demanded by exigency or necessity. But it is 
a statement which accords with American opinion. 
We have been indulgent and our ability to condone 
has been sevérely tested. 

Tue Tripune has been of the belief that neutrals 
n.ust reconcile themselves to inconvenience ang 
even hardship in war time. The United States can- 
not expect Great Britain to conduct itself with 
perfect and precise regard for every American right 
which is touched by tl« conditions of war.

Buropean observers will probably be at a loss 
to understand the process of mobilization through 
which this country hag just passed.

That is because in Europe sidbiliaation means 


| what it means—making an army mobile, suscepti-

In this country it means calling out the 
framework of an army and placing it in training 
camps, with such recruiting as ‘comes to it in the 
process.

ern Iowa, especially around Mason City;

These epidemics furnish us a good deal 
of information on which to base some 
opinions. The epidemics in Massachu- 
setts were thoroughly studied by the 
Massachusetts state and local boards of 
health, and that in Buffalo by the city 
health department. 
_Infantiie paralysis is difficult to con- 
trol in a given locality in which it exists 
as an epidemic. The reason for this is 
that so many carriers and mild cases 
unrecognized as sources of danger by the 
the authorities spread the disease.

from his knighthood. This royal order 
for hisieknighting followed immediately 
after wiis conviction and sentecnce ,to 


-| death by the lord chief justice of England | 


for the crime of high treason. 

There have been no instances of degra- 
dation of knights in modern times 
and even in cases where men after re- 
ceiving knighthood had involved them- 
selves in crime and had been convicted 
of forgery, arson, fraud, etc., nothing has 
been done by the sovereign or his govern- 
ment to deknight the offender. 

The last instance of the degradation 
of an English knight was that of Sir 
Francis Mitchell, which took pace in 
the reign of James I., in 1621. The cere- 
mony occurred in Westminster hall, 
where his spurs were hacked from his 
heels by the king’s cook with a meat 
cleaver, his sword belt was cut from his 
waist by the king’s barber, while 
his sword was broken over his head 
by one of the royal-heralds. Sir 
Francis Mitchell had been convicted, 
along with Sir Giles Monpesson, of brib- 
@rsx and corruption, and of malfeasance 
in their judicial offices. 


3 
They were sentenced, not by ordinary 
tribunals, but by the house of lords, to 
i fine, imprisonment, and to degradation 
from the honor of knighthood. Sir Giles 
escaped the latter punishment by fleeing 
to the continent, whereupon a decree of 
banishment for life was issued against 
him. 
Another person. {!mpli¢ated in the scan- 
dal, Sir Henry Yelverton, the attorney 
general, was relieved of the penalty of 
degradation from knighthood, but was 
consigned to imprisonmént for life, Be- 
sides these cases of Sir Francis Mitchell 
and of Sir Giles Monpesson there are only 
two other and earlier instances of degra- 
dation from the honor of knighthood in 
the record and archives of the royal col- 
lege of arms and heraldy—records which 
go back te the days of the Plantagenet 
kings, 

The recent open air performance of

About Shrubs. 
EVERAL persons who take an in- 
terest in home improvement have 


written me that they propose to 

plant shr the coming fall and, 

as many of them are amateur gar- 
deners, they ask for information that will 
enable them to go about the work intel- 
ligently. 

One of the important questions asked is: 
Where and how shall I plant my shrubs? 
To which only one answer can be given— 
that depends.

/'my inquirers, the best place for shrubs 
is along the sides, or to serve as a sort 
of dividing line or hedge at the rear of the 
lot between the flower and the vegetable 
gardens. They can be used to hide un- 
sightly buildings or fences and the foun- 
dation walls of the house. Each person 
who proposes to plant shrubs must decile 
where they shall be planted for himself, 
and he can do this satisfactorily, in nearly 
all instances, if he will take the trouble 
to give the matter a little intelligent and 
| thoughtful consideration. 


_—_ 

Let himimagine a shrub, when full 
grown, as being planted at any given 
point and note, with the mind’s eye, its 
effect upon the grounds and the garden in 
general. Some persons may think they 
cannot do this, but it is not so difficult as 


If shrubs are set along the sides of the 
lot, and there is plenty of room there, a 
border eight or ten feet wide can be made 
extremely attractive by setting tall grow- 
ing kinds at the rear with lower growers 
in front. Among these can be planted 
hardy perennials with fine effect. 


I have spoken, th pr previous articles, as 
not being in favor of planting shrubs all 
over the lawn. I would not advise this 
in any case, unless the lawn happens to 
be a large one, and then I would much 
prefer to keep the shrubs at one side, or 
by themselves, giving the lawn over to 
itself. 

Scattering shrubs or flower beds over 
it gives a spotty effect that detracts 
greatly from the beauty of an expanse of 
rich green sward, stretching unbrokenly 
from street to house. Trees on the lawn 
are always ettractive féatures of it, be- 
cause their heads are so high in air that 
the eye does not include them in its range

Cream Pie Cake.

Some one asked me months ‘ago about 
putting this cake together, and for a rep- 
etition of the receipe which is one used in 
my earliest cooking. The cream and cake 
may be made and put together a second 
but I give my opinion below. 


‘The Recipe. 

Beat the whites and yolks of two eggs 
separately. Add to the yolks four table- 
spoons of cold water, one-half cup of 
sugar, three-fourths of a cup of flour, 
sifted with a half teaspoon of baking pow 
der, and finally the whites of eggs and 
half teaspoon of vanilla. Bake in a Wash- 


| ington pie tin in a medium oven, split open 
while warm with a hot knife, and fill with 


the cream, which should ne made before 
the cake. 

The cream: Rub one tablespoon of 
corn starch smooth in a tablespoon of 
butter and four tablespoons of sugar. Add 
this to one and one-fourth cups of milk in 
a double boiler or directly over the fire if 
you can cook carefully enough. Stir 
until cooked, add one egg well beaten, a 
vinch of salt, and a teaspoon of vanilla. 

Sook but.a moment after egg is added 
if lumpy because of inexperienced hand, 
strain it while it is hot. It should be part- 
y cool when added to the cake. Thecake 
s best after it has stood half a day.
